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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This office action is in response to the Decision on Appeal filed on September 14, 
2010. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-3, 5-7, 9-10, 13-18, 21-30, and 32 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The cited 
prior art fails to teach a call context processor operable in a wireless communication 
system having a base and a remote unit including a header extractor configured to 
extract a header from information extracted from initial call establishment negotiation, a 
header compressor configured to compress only relevant portions of the extracted 
header, wherein the relevant portions comprising a payload type header field; and an 
identification module configured to establish context identification using the compressed 
relevant portions of the header, wherein the based transfers the associated payload and 
payload type header portion, less than the entire header, to the remote unit.
